the court pays the bill for right- 
of-way out of refund money. 
With this situation in

County Court now asks for the mas­ 
ter survey of the proposed roadway 
location east of town.

highway office staff. 
Jack Ixiir way 
sent on this detail Monday morning 
to work with 
Judge 
Buchanan 
on 
signing up legal or quasi legal op­ 
tions on the route. 
The matter is no 


lon ger in the “will 
happen” 
stage 
The men are at work. 
Within a week the Court will 
be 
able to say to the Sikeston road com­ 
mittee 
headed 
by E. C. Matthews: 
“The cost of the right-of-way along 
the East Route is $3000 (or some fig­ 
ure near that) if you gentlemen want 
the West route at Sikeston, sign 
up 
the right-of-way at or near that fig­ 
ure.” 


This is not to be interpreted 
as 
“scare copy”, nor is it a huge joke 
on the part of interested parties. The 
matter simmers down to a coldblood­ 
ed proposition in which Sikeston in­

route.

building of Highway 01 along 
that 
right-of-way means that Highway 65 
to Chaffee and Oran will pass through 
the outskirts of Morley. 
That also i 
not a laughable matter. 
The chairman of the Lions, C. of ( 
committee has called a meeting 
of 
the group for Monday evening at 6:45 
o’clock when this outline of the situ­ 
ation will be carefully considered, and 
a plan of action worked out. 
In th< 
meantime, Sikeston business men can 
make up their minds to one thing, un­ 
less they act as a unit and strike at 
the basis of the trouble within 
the 
next two weeks, Sikeston will not bo 
favored with the West Route.

fact th a t our municipal light, water 
and power plant is conducted on the 
m ost economical basis, th a t it is pay­ 
ing the city a good revenue, and th at 
the citizens enjoy one of the lowest 
rates in the State, regardless of 
the 
size of the plant. 
In this issue, on another page, may 
be found a detailed statem en t of the 
condition of the mupicipal plan t and 
of the progress made during the past 
six years. 
The items com pared 
in­ 
clude total am ount generated, cost of 
fuel, of oil, w ages and salaries, m a­ 
terials and supplies, in fact all re­ 
ceipts and all expenses. 
A comparison is also made of 
the 
decrease in rates during the

am ount of current he did six years 
ago would find his bill but

William Jewell College this 
week 
attains the age of 81 years, for it was 
on F ebruary 27, 1849, th at its char­ 
ter was approved and signed by the 
then 
governor 
of Missouri, 
Austin 
A. King. 
But William Jew ell’- history goes 
back farth er than that. 
The Baptist 
Central Society of Missouri, later to 
be called the Missouri Baptist Gen­ 
eral Association, had 
been 
formed 
more than a decade before, and one of 
its early concerns was the education 
of young men for the ministry. 
It 
was to this organization 
that 
Dr. 
William Jewell, a practicing physici­ 
an at Columbia, proposed in 1843 the 
founding of a college for such a p u r­ 
pose, accom panying 
his 
suggestion 
with the offer of $10,000 in lands 
as 
a beginning of an endowmnet fund. 
A committee, appointed to consid­ 
er his offer, reported in 1844, but the t 
association felt unable at that time 
to comply with the condition of Dr. 
Jewell’s proposal, which was th at an 
additional sum should be raised for 
the fund. 
Dr. Jewell allowed his of­ 
fer to stand, however, and in 1848 a 
second com mittee 
reported 
on the 
m atter, this time more favorably. Ac­ 
cordingly, a ch arter was applied for 
and received. 
Subscribers to the endowment met 
at Boonville, A ugust 21, 1849, 
for 
the purpose of selecting a location for 
the school, and determ ining its name.

S OME loose phrase or catchword or 
chance remark has turned the de* 
tiny of a Presidential candidate on 
more than one occasi« n in oar history.

liam Henry Harrison. Northwest terri 
tory military hero in the Hattie of 
Tippecanoe, was the nominee of the 
Whigs, with John Tyler of Virginia as 
his running mate, against the Demo 
cratic President, Martin Van Buren 
who was seeking re-election. 
Disappointment that the Whig con 
ventlon had passed over a leader of 
su< h brilliant parts as Henry Clay for 
a relative mediocrity 
was felt 
by 
many. 
A friend of Clay s was over 
heard by the correspondent ot a Dem 
ocrntic newspaper in Baltimore to ex 
press his dissatisfaction in the sneer 
ing remark about Harrison: 
“Give 
him a barrel of hard cider, settle a 
pension of $2,0UP a year on him, and 
mv word for it, he will sit for the re 
mainder of his days in his log cabin 
by the side of a eea-eoai fire, studying 
moral philosophy.” 
Tin* Baltimore paper published this 
remark as an argument against ttie 
Presidential fitness of Harrison. 
Sel 
dom did such publication become a 
swifter-acting boomerang. 
The Whigs seized upon this test! 
raony to the simplicity of their leader 
as a tribute to ids rustic virtues. 
The 
cider barrel and ttie log cabin, with 
a coon skin stretched on the door and 
the lntchstring out, at once become 
the emblems of the campaign.

were abandoned to the winds in a sen 
son of continual parading and vocif 
erous song singing. 
In vain did some of the Democrats 
trying to stem the tide, point out that 
Harrison did not live in a log cabin 
but in a comfortable mansion on a 
2,000-acre estate; that he was not 
poor, but enjoyed a larger than aver­ 
age Income as a public officer in the 
state of Ohio.

genuine consternation.

Van Buren who. Whig orators said, 
was accustomed to eat dainty French 
fare from silver plates with golden 
forks in the “President’s palace” at 
Washington and who rode about In a 
gilded coach fit for a king.

‘TURKEY WILD’ 
AJLOSING GAME 


The man who invented the phrase 
“wild goose chase” could just as well 
have substituted a turkey for a goose 
so far as the popular impression 
of 
the latter bird is 
concerned. 
Most 
farmers still believe that the turkey 
is wild and is never happy unless he 
can have the run of the place. 
There 
are a lot 
of 
superstitious 
beliefs 
about turkeys and this one in 
par­ 
ticular has a good foundation. 
The 
wild turkey is native to North Ameri­ 
ca. 
They were discovered in 
New 
England by our colonists and taken 
to Europe. 
In the early days they 
were forest birds and lived upon nuts, 
berries, and the other natural foods 
of the woods. 
In spite of this early 
history of the turkey it is now known 
that they are gentle by nature 
and 
can be very domestic 
if trained 
in 
the right 
way. 
The 
farmer 
who 
thinks he cannot raise turkeys 
be­ 
cause he has no trees on his place is 
still thinking of stories he has read 
about the Pilgrim Fathers and their 
hunting parties. 
Experience has proven 
that 
the 
turkey can be raised in confinement 
with the same success as the chicken. 


Many breeders, 
for 
instance, 
have 
used 
artificial 
incubation, brooding' 
and continemrnt of turkeys for sev-j 
eral years with excellent results. The* 
reason for this is very clear 
when 
you consider that the main drawback 
to turkey raising is the disease call 
ed Blackhead. 
When the turkey flock 
is allowed to run at will it mixes with 
the chickens and it goes on to ground 
that is contaminated with the black­ 
head germs. 
The first and foremost 
warning is never let your turkeys and 
chickens mix. 
The reason turkey raising has held 


up at all is the price the markets pay. 
Time and again breeders have found 


that by losing 50 per 
cent 
of 
the 


flock they still make money. 
When 
you consider how easy it is to reduce 
these losses to from 10 to 20 per cent 
it is not surprising that many farm­ 
ers are turning to turkeys who a few 
years ago swore they would never get 
into the business again. 
Under the confinement plan turkeys 
can be kept on fresh soil and the food 
regulated. 
Young turkeys especially 
have big appetites and if allowed to 
run and eat without restriction will 
have difficulty pulling through. 
Turkeys are creatures of habit and 
environment. 
If you use natural or 
artificial 
means 
of incubation 
you 
have the poults under 
easy 
control 
from the very start. 
Your brooding 
methods can be as simple or as ela­ 
borate as you want. 
Use a brooder 
house so as to keep the poults away 
from the 
hens. 
This 
is the 
only 
safe plan as it guards against black­ 
head infection. 
A portable brooder 
house will allow you to 
move 
fre­ 
quently on to new ground. 
Once they 
are past the danger stage they may 
be put into fenced yards the same as 
chicks. 
As one authority has stated it, the 
platform of successful turkey raising 
is clean feed, clean water, and clean 
range. 
All three of these can be en­ 
forced when raising turkeys in con­ 
finement. 
There are 
so 
many examples 
of 


farmers on adjoining 
land 
raising 
turkeys under the two plans that I 
have no hesitation in recommending, 
confinement. 
It is not 
unusual 
t< . 
raies 90 per cent of the hatch in con­ 
finement with neighbors next 
dooi j 
losing from 35 to 80 per cent undet 
the old plan. 
Another advantage of 
yarding is that the 
young 
turkeys 
are not run to death.

From reliable sources comes

story 
that 
binding 
right-of-way 
agreements are being signed up along 
the so-called east route for Highway 
61 by one member of the County 
Court, and a representative of 
the 
Division office of the State Highway 
office. 
Reason for this action is not hard 
to find. In a few words the situation 
is this: Certain parties along the de­ 
sirable West Route either refuse flat­ 
ly to talk in terms of right-of-way 
damages, and others are asking pro­ 
hibitive prices for the proposed road­ 
way. In this matter the County Court 
is vitally interested and for good rea­ 
son—the court pays the bill for right- 
of-way out of refund money. 
With this situation in 
mind, 
the 
County Court now asks for the mas­ 
ter survey of the proposed roadway 
location east of town. 
It 
furthei 
asks for one member of the local 
highway office staff. 
Jack Lair was 
sent on this detail Monday morning 
to work with Judge 
Buchanan 
on 
signing up legal or quasi legal op­ 
tions on the route. The matter is no 
longer in the “will 
happen“ 
stage 
The men are at work. 
Within a week the Court will 
be 
able to say to the Sikeston road com­ 
mittee 
headed 
by E. C. Matthews: 
“The cost of the right-of-way along 
the East Route is $3000 (or some fig­ 
ure near that) if you gentlemen want 
the West route at Sikeston, sign up 
the right-of-way at or near that fig­ 
ure.” 


This is not to be 
'scare copy”, nor is 
interpreted 
as 
it a huge joke 
on the part of interested parties. The 
matter simmers down to a coldblood­ 
ed proposition in which Sikeston in­ 
terest in the matter, or Sikeston inac­ 
tion in the 
matter will 
eventually 
mean esat route or west 
route. 
It 
should be explained in this connec­ 
tion that if the West route is chos­ 
en that Sikeston is relatively certain 
to obtain within a few years a con­ 
crete connection from the north lim­ 
its of the city to the slab, connecting 
at or near “Talley’s corner”. 
Morley, by the way, 
has 
had 
a 
change of heart about the highway 
location situation. 
The city first fa 
vored the West route because it came 
within a mile of the city. 
Now the 
citizens of that city are 100 per cent 
strong for the East route, because the 
building of Highway 61 along 
that 
right-of-way means that Highway 55 
to Chaffee and Oran will pass through 
the outskirts of Morley. That also i- 
not a laughable matter. 
The chairman of the Lions, C. of C 
committee has called a meeting 
o1 
the group for Monday evening at 6:45 
o’clock when this outline of the situ­ 
ation will be carefully considered, and 
a plan of action worked out. 
In tht 
meantime, Sikeston business men can 
make up their minds to one thing, un­ 
less they act as a unit and strike at 
the basis of the trouble within 
the 
next two weeks, Sikeston will not be 
favored with the West Route.

“I cannot see how the Judiciary 
Committee or the drys, who are now 
opposing the proposed investigation 
by the Senate, can afford to stop a 
preliminary hearing by the committee 
into the allegations placed before me.

tion. 
If evil and abuse exist those 
supporting the prohibition law ought 
to favor an expose so that the law 
will have every chance of being en 
forced by honest men.

10.—The Log Cabin and Hard- 
Cider Campaign 
SOME loose phrase or catchword or 
chance remark has turned the des­ 
tiny of a Presidential candidate on 
more than one occasion In our history. 
Thus It was In 1840 when Oen. Wll 
Ham Henry Harrison, Northwest terrl 
tory military hero In the Battle of 
Tippecanoe, was the nominee of the 
Whigs, with John Tyler of Virginia as 
bis running mate, against the Demo 
cratic President, Martin Van Buren. 
who was seeking re-election. 
Disappointment that the Whig con 
ventlon had passed over a leader of 
such brilliant parts as Henry Clay for 
a relative mediocrity was felt by 
many. A friend of Clay's was over 
heard by the corresjxmdent of a Dem 
ocratic newspaper In Baltimore to ex 
press his dissatisfaction In the sneer 
log remark about Harrlpon: “Give 
him a barrel of hard cider, settle a 
pension of $2,0UU u year on him, and, 
my word for It, he will sit for the re 
malnder of his days In his log cabin 
by the side of a pea-coal lire, studying 
moral philosophy.” 
The Baltimore paper published this 
remurk as an argument against the 
Presidential fitness of Harrison. 8el 
dora did such publication become a 
swifter-acting boomerang. 
The Whigs seised upon this testl 
mony to the simplicity of their leader 
at a tribute to his rustic virtues. The 
cider barrel and the log cabin, with 
a coon skin stretched on the door and 
the latchstrlng out, at once became 
the emblems of the campaign. Issues 
were abandoned to the winds In a sea­ 
son of continual parading and voclf 
erous song singing. 
In vain did some of the Democrats 
trying to stem the tide, point out that 
Harrison did not live In a log cabin 
but In a comfortable mansion on a 
2,000-acre estate; that he was not 
poor, but enjoyed a larger than aver­ 
age income as a public officer In the 
state of Ohio. 
Democratic rebuttal was drowned 
out by the parading “log cabin men,” 
shouting and singing, as they marched, 
to the tune of “The Little Pig’s Tall” : 


“What has caused this great com mo 
tiou-motlon motion 
Our country through? 
It is the ball a-rolling on 
For Tippecanoe and Tyler, too. 
And with them we’ll beat little Van 
Van. Van, U a used-up man.” 


The great processions of singing 
Whigs wearing coou-skln cap9 and 
bearing aloft, as they marched and 
sang, pictures showing their hero 
drinking a mug of hard cider were of 
unbelievable length. Log cabin floats 
and canoes were trundled in the pn 
rades, and great Harrison bails, 10 
feet in diameter, covered with mot 
Kies, 
inscriptions, 
quotations 
and 
rimes, were rolled In the procession*, 
then from town to town. 
The feigned contempt of the Van 
Buren men for Harrison, their claims 
-: ai the Whigs shut up their simple 
*5*1 “General Mum” and did not per­ 
mit him to use pen and Ink, their ref 
erer.ee* to the great Whig parades as 
“animal shows,” really concealed a 
genuine consternation. 
And 
well might the Democrat» 
“view with alarm” the popular oulhus- 
iasm for “Old Tip” and popular dis­ 
trust of the aristocratic New Yorker, 
Vun Buren. who, Whig orators said, 
was accustomed to eat dainty French 
fure fmm silver plates with golden 
forks In the “President’s palace” at 
Washington and who rode about In a 
gilded coach fit for a king. By coo 
trust, sang Whig campaign laureate?: 


“No ruflled shirt, no silken hose, 
No airs does Tip display; 
But like ‘tiit pith of worth* he goes 
In homespun ‘hoddln-gray.’ 
Upon his board there ne’er appeared 
The costly ‘sparkling wine/ 
But plain liurd cider such aa cheered 
In days of old lung ayne.”

C* MERGENCE on the national polltt- 
cal stage a century ago of that 
picturesque und 
robust 
personality, 
Andrew Jackson, marked the begin­ 
ning of modern style political cam­ 
paigns, with their hurrah and hulla­ 
baloo, their parades nnd mass meet­ 
ings, and the use of caricature as 
well as the spoken and printed word 
to advance the fortunes of Presiden­ 
tial candidates. 
Jackson’s supporters nnd his op­ 
ponents 
resorted 
to 
methods 
that 
were entirely new In America. 
Up 
to that time Presidential campaigns 
had been conducted with a degree of 
decorum and few manifestations of 
general popular excitement. 
Jackson changed all that. 
With a 
grand flourish he opened his canvass 
for election In 1828 with n triumphal 
steamboat tour down the Mississippi 
river to celebrate the nnulversary of 
the Battle of New Orleans in which 
he had played the most conspicuous 
p a rt 
An 
armada 
of 
steamboats 
I chugged up the river to greet him and 
escort him to his destination. 
Amid 
salvos of artillery the “Old Hero” 
landed on the levee at New Orleans 
amid his former comrades tn arms, 
and festive days followed. 
Most scurrilous of any up to that 
time was the campaign which ensued, 
with newspapers and orators throwing 
an unprecedented vehemence Into the 
abuse 
of 
the 
opposing candidates. 
Juckson and John Quincy Adams. 
Jackson was denounced ns a bloody 
butcher, a duel fighter, a murderer 
of Indians and Englishmen. 
To add 
a gruesome touch to these accusations, 
handbills were published headed with 
a eotfin-lid hearing an Inscription for 
each of his supposed victims. 
The 
ambiguous circumstances of the gen­ 
eral’s marriage—unwittingly contract­ 
ed before his wife hnd been fully 
divorced from her first husband—were 
dragged Into public view nnd dilated 
upon by merciless scandalmongers.

Jackson’s nickname, “Old Hickory,“ 
led many Democratic enthusiasts, par­ 
ticularly the young men, to plant hick­ 
ory poles in his honor, and numerous 
were the bloody ooses and broken 
heads when the Adams men, attacking 
the Jackson partisans ns they danced 
around these fetishes, tried to uproot 
the poles. 
The new tide of western frontier 
Democracy swept the old general to 
victory, to the aurprlse and dismay 
of New Englanders and dwellers on 
the seaboard. 
In the Jackson campaign for re-elec­ 
tion against Henry Clay in 1832, Amer­ 
ican political caricature came Into 
Its own for the first time. 
The op­ 
position circulated pictures of Jackson 
receiving a crowt from Martin Van 
Buren, the “little magician” of New 
York, and a scepter from Satan; or 
represented him and hla official friends 
ns burglars aiming a monstrous bat­ 
tering ram at the barred front door 
of the United States bank. 
The Jacksonlans did not rely on a 
return fire of caricature to stir the 
hearts of the people, bat again plied 
an enormous traffic In hickory poles, 
and whooped up the campaign with 
camp meetings and torchlight parades. 
The popular fervor awept Jackson 
Into office for a second term. 
But 
this method of campaigning could be 
used to as good advantage by the op­ 
position. should the proper candidate 
appear, as the Whigs ably demonstrat- 
ed In the famous “log cabin and bard- 
elder campaign’’ of 1840.

‘WEY WILD’ 
A LOSING GAME 


The man who invented the phrase 
“wild goose chase” could just as wel 
have substituted a turkey for a goose 
so far as the popular impression 
of 
the latter bird is 
concerned. 
Most 
farmers still believe that the turkey 
is wild and is never happy unless he 
can have the run of the place. There 
a lot 
of 
superstitious 
beliefs 
art* 
about turkeys and this one in 
par­ 
ticular has a good foundation. 
The 
wild turkey is native to North Ameri­ 
ca. 
They were discovered in 
New 
England by our colonists and taken 
to Europe. 
In the early days they 
were forest birds and lived upon nuts, 
berries, and the other natural foods 
of the woods. In spite of this early 
history of the turkey it is now known 
that they are gentle by nature 
end 
can be very domestic 
if trained 
in 
the right 
way. 
The 
farmer 
who 
thinks he cannot raise turkeys 
be­ 
cause he has no trees on hit place is 
still thinking of stories he has read 
about the Pilgrim Fathers nnd their 
hunting parties. 
Experience has proven 
that 
the 
turkey can be raised in confinement 
with the same success as the chicken. 


Many breeders, for 
instance, 
have 
used 
artificial 
incubation, brooding 
and confinement of turkeys for sev­ 
eral years with excellent results. The 
reason for this is very clear 
when 
you consider that the main drawback 
to turkey raising is the disease call­ 
ed Blackhead. When the turkey flock 
is allowed to run at will it mixes with 
the chickens and it goes on to ground 
that is contaminated with the black­ 
head germs. The first and foremost 
warning is never let your turkeys and 
chickens mix. 
The reason turkey raising has held 
up at all is the price the markets pay. 
Time and again breeders have found 
that by losing 50 per cent of the 
flock they still make money. 
When 
you consider how easy it is to reduce 
these losses to from 10 to 20 per cent 
it is not surprising that many farm 
ers are turning to turkeys who a few 
years ago swore they would never get 
into the business again. 
Under the confinement plan turkeys 
can be kept on fresh soil and the food 
regulated. 
Young turkeys especially 
have big appetites and if allowed to 
run and eat without restriction will 
have difficulty pulling through. 
Turkeys are creatures of habit and 
environment. 
If you uso natural or 
artificial means 
of incubation 
you 
have the poults under easy 
control 
from the very start. 
Your brooding 
methods can lie as simple or as ela­ 
borate as you want. 
Use a brooder 
house so as to keep the poults away 
from the 
hens. 
This 
is the 
only 
safe plan as It guards against black­ 
head infection. 
A portable brooder 
house will allow you to 
move 
fre­ 
quently on to new ground. Once they 
are past the danger stage they may 
be put into fenced yards the same as 
chicks. 
As one authority has stated It, the 
platform of successful turkey raising 
is clean feed, clean water, and clean 
range. All three of these can be en 
forced when raising turkeys in con 
finement. 
There are so many examples of 


farmers on adjoining 
land 
raising 
turkeys under the two plans that 1 
have no hesitation in recommending 
confinement. 
It is not 
unusual 
to 
raies 90 per cent of the hatch in con­ 
finement with neighbors next 
dooi 
losing from 35 to 80 per cent undei 
the old plan. 
Another advantage of 
yarding is that the 
young 
turkeys 
are not run to death.
